EN S ot whichverſe, there isnone 
FSFP. 2 but wall preſently Conceiue, We - 
& 15 the voice ofa party in great 
extremitie. In great extremutie two Wayes: _ 
Firlt, In ſuch diltreſle,asneuer wasany, If "3 
ener there were ſorrow like my ſorrow? And 

then , in that diftrefle hauing none to re- 

gard him: Fane ye no regardallye * 

To be afflicted, aud loatflicted, asnone 
euer was,isvery much: In that attlictionto 
finde none to reſpect him orcare for him, 
what can be more? Inall our ſufferingsiris 
Az a comfort 
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acomfort to vs that wee haue a Sicut: that 
nothing hath befallen vs, but ſuch as others 
haue felt the like : Buthere , Si fuerit ſicut? 
It euerthe like were (that is ) neuerthelike 
was. 

Agame,1in our greateſt paines,1t 15a kind 
ot eaſe,cuen to find ſome regard. Naturally 
we delire it, if we cannot be delwered, it we 
cannot be relicued,yetto be pitied: It ſhew- 
eth there be yet ſome, thatare touched with 
_ theſenſe of our nuſerte, that wiſh ys well, 
and would giue vs eaſeit they could : But 
this afflicted here,findeth not ſo much,net- 
ther the one nor the other: but 1s euen as he 
werean outcalt both of Heauen and Earth. 
Now venly a heauic caſe,and worthy to be 
put in this booke of Lamentations. 

I demaund then, Ofwhom ſpeakeththe 
Prophet this? of humſelte, or ot ſome other? 
This I fide, there is not auy ot the ancient 
writers, burdoe apply, yea,,in a maner ap- 
propriate this ſpeach to our Sauiour ( brift, 
And that this very day,the day ofhis Paſst- 
on, (truely termed heere the day of Gods 
wrath:) And whereſocuer they treat of the 
J7Ou" Paſsion, 


of the Paſſion of (rift. 
Paſsion , euer this verſe commeth in: And 
(ro lay the trueth) totake the words trictly 
as they lie,they cannot agree,or be verified 
ofany,but of him,8 him only. For though 
ſome other;notvntirly, may "$i allowed to 
ay the ſame words: it mult be in a qualified 
ſenſe : tor, in full and perfect proprietie of oY 
ſpeach,He,and none but he: None can fay, 
(neither Ieremie nor any other) Si fuerit do» 
lor ficut dolor meus,as ( hriſt can: No day of 
wrath,like to his day: no forow to be com-= 
pared to his, (all are ſhort of it,) nor his to 
any,itexceederhthem all. 

And yet, according to the letter, it can 
not be denied, but they be ſet downe by Te- 
remie,in the perſon of his own people, being 
then come to greatmulerie, and of the holy 
Citie, then layde waſte,and deſolate by the 
( baldees. Whatthen? Ex £9 ypto vocaui Hors: 
Filium meum . Out of Z#oypt haue I called x, 
my Sonne , was literally ſpoken of this peo- "I 
people too: yetis by the Euangeliſt applied war... S905 
to our Samour Chriſt. My God,my God why I 5, —_ 
haſt thou forſaken mee? atthe firſtvttered by Aro, 
Dauid , yet the ſame words our Sauiourta-

46. propertly, then euer Dauid could : and of 
thoſe ot Dauids, and of theſe of Teremies, 
there 1s one and the ſame reaſon. 

Of all which the ground 1s ; that corre- 
ſpondence which is between Chriſt and the 
Patriarches, Prophets, and People betore 

. Chrift, ofwhom the Apoltles rule is, Omnia 
x.Cors + ; ay 

10.1t. in figura contingebant ills : That they were 

taemſelues Types: and their ſuftrings,tore= 


runnins fioures of the great ſuffering of the 


Son of God ; Which maketh Z/aaks offering 
and Toſephs ſelling , and {/raels calling from 
ZEeypt, and that complaint of Danids, and 
this of Jeremies, appliable to him ; That hee 
may take them to himſelfe,and the Church 
aſcribe them to him , and that inmorefit- 
nelle oftermes,and more fulneſle of trueth, 
then they were at the firſt ſpoken by Das 
 wid,or Teremie,orany of them all. | 
And this rule, and the ſteps of the Fa- 
thers proceeding by this rule, are to mea 
' Warrant, to:expound and apply. thus verſe 
(as they ha dinebrore ) tothepreſent 


occaſion of this time; which requireth ſome 
ſuch 


f the Paſionof (brit. 


ſuch Scripture to bee conſidered by vs , as 
doeth belong to his Paſsion, who tis Day 
powred out his molt precious Blood, as the 
onely lutficient Price, of the deare purchaſe 
ot all ourRedemprions. 

Be it then to vs,(as to them it was, and as 
molt properly it is) The ſpeech of the Sone 
of God,as this Day hanging onthe Croſle, 
toa ſort of careleſi e people,that goe VP: and 
downe without any manner of Regard of 
theſe his Sorowes and lufterings,fo worthy 
of all Regard; Haue yeno regard? 0 all ye that 
paſſe by the way , Conſider and behold, "i ener 
there were ſorrow , like to my Sorrow, Which 
Was done vnto me, wherwith the Lord afflifted 
me in the day of the fierceneſſe of hs wrath. 

Here is a Complaint, and here is a Requelt. The parts. 
A complaint,that we hauenot: A Requeſt, 

that we would haue rhe Paines 8 Paſion; 

of our Sauiour Chriſtin ſome Regard. For. 

firſt he coplaineth (and not without cauſe) 

Haue ye noregard? Andthen (as ear hs 

forget their tormer neglect, ſo they wil 

doe it) he falleth to entreate, 0conſider ha | 
behold!

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And what is that wee ſhould Conſider ? 
The Sorrow which hee ſuffereth : and in it, 
two things: The Qualine, and the Caule. 
1. The Qualitie, S fuerit ficut : If everthe 
likewere; And that exther in reſpect of Do- 
lor, or Dolor menus. The Sorrow ſuffered,or 
the Perſon ſuffering, 2. The Cauſe: that 
is God,that in his wrath,in his fierce wrath, 


doeth all this to Him, which cauſe will not 


leaue vs, till it haue led vs to another cauſe 
in our ſelues,and to another yetin him; All 
which ſerueto ripen vs to Regard. 

Theſe two then ſpecially we aremooued 
to Regard, 1. Regards the maine point. 
But, becauſe theretore we Regard bur taint- 
ly, becauſe cither we Conſider nor, or not 


aright; we are called to conſider (crioully of 


them. As ithe ſhould fay, Regard you not?

this his ſpeech tothem that goe toand fro, 
the day ofhis Pafsion, without ſomuch as 
entertaining a thought, or vouchlahing a 
looke that way. O vos qui tranſitis! © you 
that paſſe by the way, ſtay and Conſider, 
To them frameth he this ſpeech, that paſle 
by: To them,andtothem all. O vos omnes, 
qui tranſitis, 6 all ye that paſle by the way, 
{tay and Conſider. 
Which very ſtay ofhis,ſheweth.itto bee 
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ſome important matter , in that it is, of all. 
For, as tor ſome to be {tayed,and thoſe the - 
greater ſome,there may bereaſon; the moſt 
partof thoſe that goe thus to and fro, may 
well intend it, they haue litle els to doe. Bur 
to except none,not ſome ſpeciall Perſons,is 
hard. What know wee their haſte > Their 
occaſions may be ſuch, & ſo vrgent,as the 

cannotſtay. Well, what haſte, what butt- 
neſle ſoeuer, palle not by, ſtay though. As 


much to ſay, as, Bee they neuer fo great, 


= occaſions ; they are not, they cannot 
e ſo greatas this: How vrgent ſocucr,this 
15 more,and moreto beintended. The Re- 


_ gardofthis, is worthy the ſtaying of aour- 


ney. It isworth the Conſidering of thoſe, 
that haue neuer ſo great aſfaires 1a hand. 
So materiall is this ſight in his accompt; 
which ſeruerth to ſhew the exigence of this 
duetie. But as for this potutitneedethnot 
to be ſtood vpon to vs here at this time: we 
arenot going by, we need not tobeſtayed; 
wee haue ſtayed all other our affaires, to 
come hither,and here we are all preſent be- 
fore God, to haue it {et before ys, that wee

ſer a St fuerit ſicut,a note of higheſt eminen- 
cie ; for Si fuerit ſicut , are words that haue 
lite mthem, & areableto quicken our con- 
ſideration, if it bee uotquite dead : For, b 
them we are prouoked, as it were, to { on/t- 
der, and conſidering , to ſee whether euer 
any Sicut may befound, to ſet by it, whe- 
ther euer any like it. 

For fneuer any, Qur nature1s,to regard 
rings exceeding rareand ſtrange; andfuch 
as the like whereof is not els to. bee ſcene.

To enter then this Compariſon, and to !nthethree 
ſhew it for ſuch. That,are we to doe, three Soon 
ſundry wayes : For three ſundry wayes , in 
three ſundry words, are theſe Suffermgs of 
his here expreſſed: all three within the com- 
paſle of the Verſe. 

The firſt is 2x31 Mac-ob (which we reade © »: 
Sorow,) taken trom a wound orſtripe, as all 
doe agree. 

The ſecond is Ly Gholel we reade Done 
to me,taken from a word rhat ſignifieth Mel- 
ting ina fornace ; as S, FHerom noteth out of 
| the Chaldze(wholo tranſlatethit.) 

The third is nay Hogs where we reade x5 
Afflifted, trom a word which importeth 
Renting off, or bereauing. The old Latihe

Our very eye will ſoone tell vs, No place 
was left in his Body , where he might bee 
{mitten,% was not. His Skin and fleſh rent 
with the whips 8 ſcourges, His hands and 
feet wounded with the nailes,His head with 
the thornes,His very Heart withthe ſpeare 
point; All his ſences;all his parts loden with 
whatſoeuer wit or malice could inuent. His 
bleſled Body giuen as. an Anuile to. bee 
beaten vpon , with the violent handes of 
thoſe barbarous muſcreants, til they brought 


him

him into this caſe, ot Sifuerit ſficut. For, Pie 
lates (Ecce Homo! ) His ſhewing him with a 
an Ecce, as ithe ſhould fay, Behold,lookeif - 
euer you ſaw the like ructull ſpectacle. This 
very ſhewing of his, ſheweth plainely, hee 
was then comeintoa wotullphght; So wo- 
tull, as Pilate verily belecued) his very ſteht 
ſo pitifull, as,it would haue moued the har. 
deit heart ofthe.n all to haue relented, and- 
ſaid , Thus 1s Hough , we delire no more.

And this tor the wounds of his Body, (tor 
on this we {tandnor.) 
In this one peraduenture ſome Sicut may "ht 


be found, in the Paines of the Body : but in intheSoule. 
the ſecond , the Sorrow of the Soule, I am 
ſure, none. And indeede, the Paine of the 
Body is bur the Body of Paine: the very 
ſoule of Sorow and Paine, is the ſoules Sores 
row andPaine. Grueme any griefe, ſaue the 5y.,,; 5, 
griefe of the minde, ſaith the Wiſeman. For 57. 
(faith Salomon) the ſpirit of aman wil ſuſtain Prou. 18, 
all bis other mfirmities , but a wounded ſpirit, 7” 
who can beare? And of thus, this of his Soule, 
I dare make a Caſe, S! fuertt ſicut.

To haue his Soule round about on 
euery lide inuironed with Sorow, and that, 
Sorow tothe death, Here is trouble,anguiſh, 
agonie, foro and deadly ſorow : but ir mult 
be ſuch,as neuer the hke ; So 1t was too. 

The #(timate whereof we may take from 
the ſecond word, of Melting, 6 is, from 
his ſweat in the Garden; ttrange and the 
like whereot was neuer heard or {cene. 

No maner violence oftred him ia Body; 
no man touching him, or being ncere him, 
ina colde night(ftor they were taine to haue 
afire within doores ) lying abroad in the 
ayre,and vpon the colde carth,ro beall ofa 
{weat,and that Sweatto be Blood; and not 
as they call it, Diaphoreticus, a thinne faint 
Sweat; but Grumoſus, of great Drops, and 


_ thoſe, ſo many, ſoplenteous, as they went 


through his apparelland all; and through 
all, ſtreamedto theground, 8 that in great 
abundance; Reade, Enquire, and Conſi- 
der , Si fuerit ſudor ficut ſudor iſte. It cuer 
there were Sweatlike this Sweat of his? Ne-

ver the like Sweat certainely, and therefore. 
neuer the like Sorrow. Our tranſlation 1s, 
Done vnto me: but we faid,the word proper- 
ly fignifieth(and ſoS.Hierome 8 the Chal- 
&\ Paraphraſtreadit) Meltedme. And tru- 
ly it ſhould ſeeme by this fearetull Sweat of 
his, hee wasneere ſome fornace, the feeling 
whereof, was able to caſt him into that | 
Sweat, and to turnehis Sweat into drops of 
Blood. And fure it was ſo : For ſee,cuen in 
the very next wordes of all to this verſe, he Verſe r3, 
complaineth ofit, Ipuem miſit in ofs1b148 meis, 
That a fire was ſent into his bones which 
melted him,and madethat bloody Sweatto 
diftill from: him. That houre, what his fee- 
lings were , itis dangerous to define : wee 
know them not, we may be too bold to de- 
termine ofthem. To very good purpoſe it 
was,that the ancient Fathers of the Greeke 
Churchin their Liturgie,atter they haue re- 
counted all the particular Paines as they are 
ſet downe in his Paſsion, and by all, and by 
euery one of them,called for mercy; doe,at- 
ter all;ſhut vp all with his, 4 @yves@v xorGv uy 
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D.eAndrewes Sermon 
knowen Sorowes and Sufferings felt' by thee, 
but not diſtin&#ly knowen by Vs, bane: mercy 
pon Vs and ſaue_ V8. | 

Now, thouglrthis fuithcenot, nothing 
neere; yet-let ut luifice , (the time-bemg 
ſhort) tor his paines of Body and Soule: for 
thoſe oithe Body,icmay be ſome may haue 
endured the hke:, but the ſorrowes-ot his 
* Soule are ynknowen forowes* & torthem, 
noneeucr haue,cuer haue,oreuer ſhall ſut- 
fer the like; the like,or neere the hke 1 inany 
degree. |

The fruit then,the true fruit 
of the Vine indeed , the true.comfort in all 
heauneſle, is Deſuper,trom abouc,is divine 
conſolation. But Vindemiauit me, (faith the 
Latine text)euen that was1n this his Sorow, 
this day, bereft himtoo. And thatwas his 
molt ſorowtull complaint of all others : not 
that his friends vpon earth, but that his Fa- 
ther trom heauen had forſaken him, that 
neither heauen norearth yeelded him any 
regard; but that betweene the paſsioned 
powers of his ſoule, and whatfoeuer might 
any waies refreſh him,there was a Trauerſe 
drawen,& he leitintheeſtare ot a weather- 
beaten tree, all deſolate and torlorne. Eur 
dent,too euident;by that his moſtdreadtul 
crie, whichat once moued all the powers in 
heauen and earth, My God,my God, why haſt 
thou forſaken me? Weigh well that crie,con- 
fider it well, and tell me, Si fuerit clamor ſis 
| cut 
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cut clamor iſte, It cuer there were crie,like to 
that of his : Neuer the like crie, and there- 


fore neuer the like ſorow. 


It 1s{trange,very {trange,that of none of 
the Martyrs the like can beread; who yet _ 


endured moſt exquiſite painesintheirMar- 
tyrdomes ; yet wee {ce with what courage, 
with what chearctulnes, how euen ſinging 
they are reported to haue paſled through 
their torments. Will ye know the reaſon? 
S Auguitine ſetteth it downe , Martyres non 
eripuit , ſed nunquid deſernit 4 He deliuered 
not his Martyrs, butdid he forfake them? 
He deliuered not their bodies , but he for- 
ſooke nor their ſoules, butdiſtilled into the 
the dew of his heauenly comfort; an abun- 
dant ſupply tor all they could endure. Not 
ſo here, Vindemiauit me (ſaith the Prophet) 
Dereliquiſti me (ſayerh hee humſelte :) No 
comfort,no ſupply at all. 

Leo it is that firlt faid it, (and all antiqui- 
tic allow of it,) Non ſoluit /ntonem,ſed ſubs 
traxit viſion?. The Vruiou was notdiſſolued; 
True, but the beames,the influence was re- 
ſtrained, and forany comfort from thence, 


G2 his 
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his Soule was, euen'as a ſcorched heath 
ground , v ichout ſo much as any drop of 
dew of Diuine comfort: as a raked trec, no 
fruit to refreſh him within; no leateito C1Ue 
him ſhadow without: 'The power of dark- 
neſle let looſe to atflict lum : rhe influence 
of comfort, reſtrained to rel1eue tim. Iris a 
Non ficut chis, It cannot be expreſled as it 
ſhould,and as other things may ; In filence 
we may admire it, butall our words wil not 
reach it.

a weighty circumltance,itis thrice repeated, 
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of the Paſuon of Chriſt. 
Mens, Mihi, Me.” And we may notleaue it 
out. For, as 1s the Perſon, fo is the Paſsion ; 
andany one, cuentheyerylealt degree of 
wrong or dilgrace , oftered to a Perion of 
exctllence , 15 more then a hundreth times 
more,t0.0ne Ot meane conditio : So weigh- 
ticis the circamltance of the Perſon. Conli- 
der then, how great thePexfon was; And [ 
relt tully aſl wiod, here may we boldly chal 
lenge,and {; ay, v1 tuerit facut. 

Ecco Homo , ſaith Pilate fi {t,' Amanhe x: 
15, a5 Weare : ny were he but ” man, Nay, Joh. 19. 5 
were he nota ian, but ſome poore dumbe 
creature, 1twere great ruth to fee him ſo 
handled,as he was. 

Aman, faith Pilate, and a Inſt man , faith 2. 
Pilates wi.e. Hanue thou nothing to Jot w.th Matt. 27.

For though we pitie the puniſhment 
euen ofmalefactoursthemlelucs : yeteuer,

And,hethatſuftereth here,is ſuch, 
etten a principall Perſon among the ſonnes 
otmen,ot the race Royall, deſcended from 
Kings; Pilate ſtiled him ſo in his Title, and 
he would not alter it.

Now truely this was the 
Sonne of God. And here, all wordes for- 
fake vs, and euery tongue becommeth 
ſpeechleſle. 

We haue no way to expreſle it,but 4 Mc- 
nore ad Mains. (Thus,) Ofthis booke, the 
booke of Lamentations , one ſpeciall occali- 
ou was, thedeath ot King Toſtas; But be- 
hold, a greater then Toſtas 1s here. 
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Of King Jofias ( as a ſpeciall reaſon of C.4.10.

ſo are all good Kings in their Subiccts ac- 
compts) He is gone.

And that, notcomming to an Honourable 
death in battaile,as Toftas did , But,to a mot 
vile reprochtull death, the death of ma+ 
letaors mrthe higheſt degree. And not 
flaine outright, as Joſtas was : but mangled 
and maſſacred in molt pinfull ſtrange ma- 
ner; wounded in body, wounded urSpinit, 
leit viterly deſolate. O conſider this well, 
and confeſle the Caſe is truely put, S! fuerit 
Dolor ficut Dolor meus.Neuer,neuer the like | 
Perſon: And if,asthe Perſon 1s,the Pab6ion 
be,Neuer the like Paſsion ro his. 

It1s truely affirmed, that any one, euen 
the leaſtdrop ot Blood, euen the leaſt pain, 
yea of the body onely,ofthis ſogreataPer- 
ſon ; any Dolor with this Mews, had bene e- 
nough to make a Non. ficut,of it. That is 
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cnough, 
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enough,bur thatisnot all:for addenow the 
three other degrees; Adde to this Perſon, 
thoſe Wounds,that Sweat,and that (ry,aud 
putall togerher : And, Imakeno manner 
queſtion,the hke was not, ſhall not, cannot 
euer be. Iris farre aboucall that ever were, 
or can be. Abyſſus eff: Men may drowfily 
heareit, and coldly aftect it : ButPrincipa- 
lities and Powers,{tand abaſhed at it. And 
for the Quality,both of the Paſsion 8of the 
Perſon, That Neuer the like; thus much.

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&S< 4 (hall haue but halfe a Revard, and 
ſcarſe that. Indeed, fetthe Cauteatide, and 
the Paſszon (as rare as it1s,) is yet but a dul

He tooke vpon lum the perſon of others; 
and ſo doing , Iuſticemay haue her courſe 
and proceede. 
Pity itis to ſce aman pay that he neuer 
-tooke: burit he will become a Surety, if he 
will take on him the perſon of the Debtor, 
ſohe mult. Pity to ſee afillie poore Lambe 
| liebleedingtodeath; bur ifirmuſt be a Sa» 
crifice,f ſuch is the nature of a ſacrifice) ſo it 
muſt. And ſo Chnit,though without finne 
m himſelte, yetasa Surenie, as a Sacrifice, 
may uuſtly ſuffer for others , it he will take 
vpon him their perſons; and fo, God may 


iuſtly giue way to his wrath againſt hin.

Any of 
them,orall of them. Letthe Iuſtneſle ot his 
Complaint: Let his afte&tionate maner of 
Complaining ofthis,and onely this.Let the 
ſhame of the Creatures Regard : -Let our 
Profit,or ourPerill; Letſome thing preuaile 
with vs,to haue it in fome Regard. 

Some Regard! Verily, as his ſufferings, 
his Loue, our good by / fan are: ſo ſhould 
our Regard bee, a Non ſicut too, That is, a 
Regard ot theſe, and ot nothing in compa- 
riſon of theſe. Itſhould beſo: Forwiththe 
benefat,euer the Regard ſhould ariſe, 

But God helpe vs poore ſinners, and bee 
mercifull yato vs. Our Regard is a Non ſe- 
cat, indeed : but it 15 backward, &in a con- 
trary ſenſe ; That 1s,no where ſo ſhallow,ſo

prehenſion in Spiritual things,) yer at leatt- ©: 
wile ſome Regard. Some\l ſay: The more 

the bettey ; But 19 any wile ſome. Andnot 

as here,no Regard,none atall: Some wayes 

to ſhew, wee make accompt ot it, to with- 

draw our (clues, rovoid our minds of other 
matrers;to ſet this betore vs;to thinkevpon 
it,tothanke him for it; toRegard him, and 

ſtay and ſee, whether he will regard vs, or 

no. Sure he wil;and we ſhal teele our hearts 

pricked with ſorow, by conſideration of the AR.z. 37 
cauſe inyvs,our Sinne: And againe, warme 

within vs,, by conſideration ofthe cauſe in 

him,his Loue ; till by ome motion of Grace Luke 24; 
he anſwere vs, andſhew, that our Regard 3% _ 
is accepted of him.

times, (torno day isamiſle, but ar all times, 2x

Itis kindly to conſider Opus dies,in die ſuo, 
The worke ot the Day\ mn the Day itwas 
wrought: and thus day it was wrought. This 
Day theretore,whatſoeuer our bullinefle be, 
to lay them aſide a little; whatſoeuer our 
haſte, yet to ſtay alittle, and to ſpend a few 
thoughts in calling to minde and taking to 
Regard, what this Day the Sonne of God 
did and ſuffered forvs : and all for thisend, 
thatwhathe was then , wee might ndt be ;
